CONGESTION around Westwood 
Cross could put lives at risk as emer¬ 
gency service vehicles are caught up 
in jams, campaigners are warning. 

They say it is not only ambulances rushing to 
life-or-death situations that are facing delays, but 
firefighters and police on 999 calls are also being 
caught in the gridlock. 

The addition of more and more stores at the 
retail outlet has increased the numbers of cars 
around the centre dramatically 

Weekends are the worst time and traffic can 
grind to a complete halt. 

Ambulance workers have emphasised that 
drivers receive specialist training and have the 
option of travelling under blue lights using sirens, 
but campaigners say this is useless if traffic is 
motionless. 

Thanet councillor Liz Green has been at the 
forefront of moves to get the county council to 
tackle the problem. 

Thanet has now been designated a priority area 
for action on traffic congestion after the matter 
was raised at County Hall. 

“Success - we are delighted,” she said. 

The Green Party’s Steve Dawe was one of the 
first to raise concerns. He said: ‘Westwood Cross 
was created in an area where the road structure 
was designed purely to serve the coastal towns, 
and the traffic congestion issue has never been 
resolved. 

“The medical facilities in Margate serve a large 
area of east Kent and are the nearest ones to 
many villages such as Minster, Monkton or Acol. 

“Even people as far away as Sandwich are 
being hit by these traffic problems as they are 
often referred to Thanet for treatment. The

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Consumers aflutter 
for fre e-range birds

FEATHERS have been fly¬ 
ing at an isle farm as sales of 
free-range chickens have 
rocketed. 

A recent push to make consumers 
aware of the plight of intensively- 
reared birds spearheaded by TV chefs 
Jamie Oliver and Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall appears to have made 
people sit up and take notice. 

Quex Bam near Birchington told 
Yourthanet that it had completely 
sold out of free-range birds over the 
weekend. 

Stock that usually sells in a week 
left the shelves in a matter of hours as 
shoppers embraced the idea of more 
ethical shopping. 

Ian Mather, of Quex Barn, a farm 
shop stocking free-range birds, said 
the demand had really taken off since 
the shows went on air. 

He said: “Over the weekend we sold 
a lot more birds than we usually 
would. 

“Seven boxes would usually last us a 
week, but they had gone by Friday 
lunchtime. As you can imagine for a 
small business such as ours, that is 
quite a lot. 

“We have also sold a heck of a lot of 
free-range eggs as well. 

‘We will have to up our own egg out¬ 


put and will probably even have to 
look for some more local suppliers. 

“I think the programmes were very 
good and people were certainly talk¬ 
ing to me about them. 

He added: “They are done in a very 
honest manner. It’s important that 
they are made in that way as it shows 
what really goes on.” 

The sales boost at Quex Barn is 
being attributed to the three-part

grammes, which focused on the differ¬ 
ences in chickens reared as standard 
birds and those which live their lives 
as free range. 

Mr Mather said: “There seems to be 
a real renaissance in people wanting 
to know where their food is sourced 
from. People just seem to be more 
interested.”

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The sky will be blue 
but flag may not be 



Test procedures 
mean that beach 
is set to miss out

A BLUE FLAG looks unlikely to fly 
over Viking Bay in Broadstairs this 
summer. 

Despite millions of pounds being spent by 
Southern Water on a treatment facility near 
Richborough, the symbol of high coastal stan¬ 
dards may still prove elusive because of the 
way results of water quality are backdated. 

Blue flag status is based on tests carried out 
on the water by the Environment Agency from 
May to September the previous year. 

This means that even if water being pumped 
out to sea is cleaner than before, a flag is 
unlikely to fly over the bay until 2009. 

Failure 

Tom Bell, of the Marine Conservation Society, 
said: “In my opinion, Viking Bay is unlikely to 
get a blue flag for summer 2008 as it failed to 
meet the standards for one in 2007. It’s just the 
way it works.” 

Last year heavy rainfall blighted the bay’s 
blue flag tests. 

Downpours meant that surface water and 


run-off from road drains was a key factor in the 
bay’s water being recorded as below par. 

The news is an undoubted blow for the 
Broadstairs tourist industry. 

A blue flag giving a true reflection of the 
water quality could be a year late and not in 
place for the coming tourist season. 

Many traders believe that a flag is a highly 
important way to attract tourists to the town 


and that without it trade can be severely hit. 

Viking Bay is the only stretch of Thanet’s 
coast tested by the Environment Agency not to 
hold a blue flag. 

The seven other tested areas all currently 
hold a flag and should continue to do so now the 
Weatherlees Hill wastewater treatment facility 
is in operation. It has greatly improved the 
quality of water released into the sea. 


Anger at teen 
pregnancy rate 

THE Conservative parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Thanet South has attacked the 
Government’s record on teenage preg¬ 
nancy. 

Speaking after the publication of a 
report into teenage preganancies which 
showed Britain has the highest rates in 
the western world, she said: 

“In Thanet we have a particular prob¬ 
lem with such a high number of teenage 
pregnancies and this report shows that 
the £150 million spent on aiming to curb 
these pregnancies has failed.” 

The report shows an increase of47,000 
pregnancies a year. 

Mrs Sandys added: if We need to sup¬ 
port families, take advice from schools 
and colleges, fund voluntary groups and 
bring the community back into the 
frame in tackling these problems. Top- 
down initiatives from Whitehall are 
proven not to work. 

“In Thanet we have educational profes¬ 
sionals who know and see the problem 
day in day out and I would like to ask 
them what support they and the families 
need to address this growing problem.”

A POST-CHRISTMAS bargain hunt 
saw thousands more people head to 
Westwood Cross shopping centre 
than at the same time last year.

Theatre group won't 
die without a fight 


CHALKFOOT theatre group’s out¬ 
reach director believes that it is 
putting together a strong appeal 
against funding cuts likely to end 
its existence. 

However, Claudia Leaf fears that no matter 
how good a case the group puts forward, it will 
be a struggle to win over Arts Council England 
(ACE), which has told the group it will no 
longer provide its three-year funding package. 

She said: ‘We believe we have a strong case, 
but in the light of ACE’s determination to pursue 
a new policy for the public arts we’re not partic¬ 
ularly hopeful the appeal will be successful.” 

Any appeal the group makes must be based 
on errors in ACE’s annual review process. 

She said: ‘We cannot simply go to them and 
say ‘Look what we’ve got’ and ‘Look what you 
would lose’. We can only go on the basis of them 
not following their guidelines and I think I have 
sufficient evidence of that.”

Mrs Leaf also says that ACE has been inaccu¬ 
rate with its version of events. 

She said: ‘We were not told of any concerns 
until we’d received our annual review document 
on October 31 telling us where we had been 
going wrong, and it was not until December 12 
that we learnt funding was going to be cut.” 

An ACE spokesman said: ‘We review our 
funded organisations on a yearly basis to 
ensure they’re meeting the conditions of their 
funding agreements and performing to the high 
standards we expect from publicly-funded 
organisations. 

‘We first raised concerns with Chalkfoot at its 
annual review meeting in October 2006, 
suggesting the company should consider pro¬ 
fessional development to ensure it produced 
work of sustained quality. 

“At the annual review on September 7, 2007, 
we once again raised our concerns about this.” 


She added: “As the national development 
agency for the arts we have a responsibility to 
support only the highest-quality, most bold and 
innovative work. Choosing not to renew an 
organisation’s funding is a difficult decision, 
but when it is taken it is because we believe the 
money can be better spent elsewhere. 

‘We remain committed to supporting high- 
quality art in Kent and across the South East 
to ensure we meet our ambition of bringing the 
best work to the widest audience.” 

Chalkfoot has published letters of support 
and disappointment about the funding cuts on 
its website, www.chalkfoot.org.uk. 

Among the many letters of protest directed to 
Mike Hill, KCC’s cabinet member for communi¬ 
ty services, Jean Ryan, from Ash, said: “I have 
been constantly amazed at the company’s 
ability to arrive, unload, set up and then give a 
thoroughly polished and thought-provoking 
show - all on a shoestring.”

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Forget English and maths 
and we're fine, says head 


THE principal of a Ramsgate school 
has insisted that his establishment 
is on the up after the latest league 
table results... which placed it bot¬ 
tom in the county. 

According to the new league tables, The 
Marlowe Academy scored just 7 per cent in the 
GCSE grade A-C grade section. 

However, head Ian Johnson says that if 
English and maths are discounted, his school has 
actually climbed the table, scoring 40 per cent. 

Under his criteria, the school has leapfrogged 
King Ethelbert in Birchington and Hereson in 
Broadstairs. 

Mr Johnson said: “If you don’t include English 
and maths, for the first time in many years The 
Marlowe Academy has actually lifted up.” 

The Marlowe Academy was formerly the 
Ramsgate School, which also finished bottom of 
the league tables and gained notoriety for its 
low marks.

It was formed in 2005 at a cost of £25 million. 
As a charitable trust, it is funded directly by the 
Department for Children, Schools and Families. 

Ofsted inspectors are also using Contextual 
Value Added, a complex new criterion used to 
compare students’ results with past ones while 
taking into account such factors as poverty, 
gender and ethnicity 

Mr Johnson said: ‘We have also improved 
according to the CVA figures as we have gained 
an above-average score of 1,000. 

“It’s a real indication that we are rising up the 
table and I think we were within a whisker of 
being in the top five per cent of schools. 

“In terms of prior attainment and disadvan¬ 
tage, we are one of Kent’s most challenging 
schools, but we have done better than one 
might have expected. 

“This just represents the start for us. The 


school has been going two years and our results 
will continue to rocket up.” 

The headteacher of St George’s Church of 
England Foundation School in Broadstairs, 
meanwhile, is blaming an administrative error 
for its league table position. 

Keith Tumblo says the mistake means his 
school’s position is “not a true reflection of its 
students’ performances”. 

Mr Rumblo is sure that crucial percentage 
points in the GCSE and A-level sections of the 
tables are missing. 

He said: “The results in religious education 
have not been properly accredited to students. 

He added: “Sixth-form candidates in the 
financial services A-level were not credited 
with the right number of percentage points for 
their passes, bringing the overall average 
A-level points total per student down. 

“It appears there has been an administrative 
error in the procedure. We are is in consultation 
with the relevant examination bodies.”

The charity provides vital services, care and 
counselling to help some of the most vulner¬ 
able and needy members of society, including 
the homeless and those with mental health 
and drug issues, to get back on track. 

The Thanet South Labour MP joins Thanet 
North MP Roger Gale on the sub-committe 
which looks at issues affecting Thanet directly. 

Dr Ladyman said: “The area needs an organ¬ 
isation like the Serine Foundation. I’m delight¬ 
ed to have been asked to get involved with them 
and I’ll be happy to help out in any way I can.” 

The MP also blasted Thanet District Council 
as he says its support of the homeless in the 
area is lacking.

| How did you get involved with the alcohol service? 

A I joined the alcohol service in 1979, having 
worked as a mental health nurse in general 
psychiatry. I’d become interested in treatment 
approaches at Mount Zeehan in Canterbury 
and learnt that working with problem drinkers 
was rewarding and productive. 

j What is the role of the alcohol service? 

A The service has two functions. Firstly, it pro¬ 
vides services to those affected by the use of 
alcohol and those who suffer the consequences 
of drinking by others. The second role is to pro¬ 
vide support, training and advice to profession¬ 
als who deal with alcohol misuse such as doc¬ 
tors, social workers and probation officers. 

| What do you provide? 

A We provide a range of services throughout 
east Kent, including different types of group 
treatment, individual help and help for fami¬ 
lies. We are able to accept self-referrals to the 
service and help is free and confidential. The 
main aim is to help people to help themselves. 

Is there a problem with alcohol in Kent? 

A A recent study showed that levels of alcohol 
consumption in Kent are relatively high 
compared with other parts of England. 

Alcohol problems occur across the country 


and have powerful consequences both for socie¬ 
ty and the individual. We have a national prob¬ 
lem with alcohol and this is reflected as much 
in Kent as in any other part of England.

Have you seen an rise in alcohol addiction in the county?

What can friends and family do to help? 


A The numbers who seek and are referred for 
help have never been higher. The rise in 
demand for treatment exceeds growth in the 
population; more people are seeking help for 
drinking problems than in previous years. 

Much of the problematic alcohol use remains 
hidden and cannot be measured accurately in 
terms of the number of people approaching spe¬ 
cialist agencies for help. Alcohol is cheaper and 
more widely available and we know people are 
drinking heavily at younger ages. It seems like¬ 
ly the number of people with alcohol problems 
in Kent will continue to increase. 

Q What advice can you give to people who are worried 
about their drinking habits? 

A lt’s important to recognise alcohol problems 
can be solved with or without specialist 
help. There are many things which people can 
do to reduce their consumption, such as keeping 
a record of consumption and trying to reduce 
this, and talking to someone who is trusted. If 
people are concerned they cannot reduce their 
consumption, it is easy to get help. 

The staff at the alcohol service can give 
advice. Although some people find they will 
need to stop drinking completely, many others 
can reduce their consumption to levels which 


A lt can be veiy stressful to be around some¬ 
one who is drinking too much, but friends 
and family should try to be honest with the per¬ 
son who is drinking by expressing their con¬ 
cerns and offering to help where they can. 

It is important not to take responsibility away 
from the individual drinker and to recognise 
that each individual must make their own 
choices. It is seldom a good idea to discuss such 
matters when someone is actually drunk. 

Q Do you have any advice for people who may be concerned 
about their drinking over the recent holiday period? 

A For many people, alcohol will have formed 
part of their celebrations with no lasting dif¬ 
ficulties. Some people drink more during the 
festive period than normal and simple meas¬ 
ures such as alternating with non-alcoholic 
drinks, not drinking on an empty stomach and 
not drinking too early in the day can help. 

If people did over-indulge, it is a good idea to 
follow this with a period of reduced drinking, or 
not drinking at all, to allow the body to recover. 

A good piece of general advice is to check that 
alcohol is being used to enhance celebrations, 
rather than using the celebrations as an excuse 
for increased drinking.

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Anger at county council 
pension fund's arms shares 


THE Green Party has launched a 
blistering attack on Kent County 
Council’s policy on investments for 
its pension fund, branding it “foul 
and deplorable”. 

It has accused the local authority of “unac¬ 
ceptable standards” because it invests in arms, 
tobacco and oil companies. 

According to the campaigners, KCC share¬ 
holdings include £13.9 million in BAE 
Systems - the world’s fourth largest arms 
manufacturer - £14m in tobacco and a mas¬ 
sive £91.8m in oil. 

A spokesman for the authority confirmed 
the figures were correct when asked by

Yourthanet. These investments have been 
slammed as “unethical” by the Green Party. 

Spokesman Stuart Jeffrey said: “We had 
high hopes that county councillors would find 
an ounce of conscience in their souls, but we 
were sadly wrong. 

“Investing in arms is not just unethical, it is 
foul and deplorable. These arms kill people - 
civilians and soldiers. 

“There is no excuse for taxpayers’ money to 
be used to fund death and destruction. 

“Ethical investments are now out-perform¬ 
ing unethical ones, so there is no excuse for 
holding them. 


“Allowing KCC investments of this nature 
should surely fall into the category of unac¬ 
ceptable standards in public life.” 

But the county council hit back, pointing out 
that it is one of the few local authorities in the 
country taking serious notice of the climate 
change threat. 

Climate change 

Cabinet member for finance Nick Chard 
said: “KCC manages the £2.6 billion Kent 
Pension Fund for about 200 public sector 
employers in the county. 

“The scheme has about 40,000 members and 
50,000 pensioners. 

“Around £2 billion is invested in company 


stocks and shares around the world. The 
investment managers are appointed by KCC 
and their investment decisions are closely 
monitored. 

‘Where necessary, we would take action if 
they made any investment which was thought 
to be inappropriate. 

“KCC is open to requests for information 
and the fund’s main holdings are published in 
the annual report.” 

The spokesman added: “At the same time 
Kent County Council is one of only a few local 
authority pension funds to join the 
International Investors Group on Climate 
Change as this is being seen as the big issue 
for the future.”

problem is not just ambulances 
reaching emergency calls, but also 
of GPs getting to patients. 

“There are other issues involved 
such as transfer of patients - 
some cases need to be transferred 
from Queen Elizabeth Queen 
Mother Hospital to specialist 
units at Canterbury. 

“So times for moving patients in 
critical conditions to places where 
treatment is better are being 
affected as well. 

“Then there are the fire engines 
and police. All the emergency serv¬ 
ices’ response times are being hit.” 

A spokeswoman for South East 
Coast Ambulance Service said: 


“Traffic congestion is an issue for 
many towns across the country at 
certain times of the day or year, 
and near the Westwood Cross 
shopping centre is no exception. 

‘We, like other emergency serv¬ 
ices, respond to the road condit¬ 
ions as they present themselves, 
while ensuring the safety and 
well-being of any patient in care.” 

KCC has recently secured fund¬ 
ing for the A254, notably in the 
Pearce Signs roundabout area. 

A spokeswoman said: “The coun¬ 
ty council is developing a trans¬ 
port plan for the Westwood area 
and, as part of that, a large num¬ 
ber of highway improvements are 
already planned to reduce conges¬ 
tion and improve safety.” 


Footballer played on with broken leg 


A SUNDAY league footballer played 
on through the pain barrier after 
breaking his leg in a match. 

Matthew Little, player-manager of 
Belmonte Thanet Sunday League 
Division 3 side Blacksole Rovers, 
couldn’t bear to let his team-mates 
play out the rest of the game with 
just 10 men, so he clambered back on 
to the pitch to see out the fixture. 

He said: ‘We didn’t have any sub¬ 
stitutes, so I decided to try to play it 
out. It was painful, but my team¬ 
mates didn’t believe I had broken 
any bones anyway I knew I had, but 
they just told me to run it off!” 

The 27-year-old student teacher, 
who plays at centre-back, broke his 
fibia while tackling an opposition 
player during the first half. 

He initially stepped off the pitch to 
nurse his injury at Garlinge playing 
fields but minutes later came back on 


- completing the rest of the game and 
even almost scoring into the bargain. 

He said: “After I came back on I 
went up for a header from a corner 
and got my head to it, but the keeper 
made a point-blank save. On landing, 
though, I heard the leg crack again, 
which confirmed my worst suspicions. 

“I was in agony after that. I’ve cer¬ 
tainly had better days!” 

Despite the player-manager’s hero¬ 
ics, his team still lost the game 3-2 to 
Thanet Leisureforce. 

Matthew’s leg was plastered by 
nurses at the Kent and Canterbury 
Hospital later that evening. He is 
now in a full leg cast and hobbling 
around on crutches. 

He faces a six week lay-off from his 
job teaching in Ashford. 

“It’s a total nightmare,” he said. 
“I’m a pretty active person, so being 
like this is incredibly frustrating.”

Nuclear decision putting the 
wind up green campaigners 


PLANS to build a new nuclear 
power station in Kent have been 
criticised as a costly waste of 
resources by campaigners. 

Kent Green Party wants the Government to 
abandon its support of nuclear power and turn 
to sustainable supplies of energy like offshore 
wind farms. 

It says a new nuclear plant at Dungeness 
would generate electricity at twice the price of 
offshore wind turbines. 

The environmental campaigners have also 
warned that any companies involved in build¬ 
ing the new station will face boycott action. 

Kent Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe 
said: “Every £1 spent on energy conservation 
is seven times as effective at cutting green¬ 
house gas emissions as every £1 spent on 
nuclear power. 

“The Government is lying when it says 
nuclear is a low-carbon technology, as mining 
uranium is very energy-intensive. 

“The private and public money lavished on

nuclear power could create more sustainable 
jobs throughout Kent, rather than a costly 
new nuclear power station at Dungeness.” 

Mr Dawe pointed out that the British Wind 
Energy Association has said that eight times 
more electricity could be generated than what 
we use now from offshore wind alone. 

“The employment potential for Ramsgate as 
a port serving the offshore wind industry is 
apparent,” he added. “But energy conserv¬ 
ation, according to the Association for the 
Conservation of Energy, could cut UK energy 
use by half. It could also provide more employ¬ 
ment in every Kent district. 

“Similarly, better payments to householders 
for electricity they produce would lead to more 
renewable energy schemes for housing and 
more jobs.” 

On Thursday, the Government gave the 
green light for a new generation of nuclear 
power stations. 


Business secretary John Hutton said new 
plants should be built to safeguard future 
energy supply: “New nuclear power should 
have a role to play in the future energy mix.” 

But Mr Dawe warned new nuclear power 
stations will still create waste which is diffi¬ 
cult and costly to dispose of: “The Govern¬ 
ment’s consultation documents suggest the 
problems associated with nuclear waste have 
been resolved, but scientists dispute this. 

“Claims that consumers will not have to pay 
for new nuclear power stations are open to 
challenge, as costs associated with any new 
road or rail infrastructure for new stations are 
likely to be met by the taxpayer. 

“Also it has recently been revealed that the 
costs of decommissioning old nuclear power 
stations and dealing with existing nuclear 
waste are likely to be placed on taxpayers 
through electricity bills, which have been ris¬ 
ing steadily with oil and gas price increases. 

if We argue that since nuclear power is only 
expected to deliver a four per cent carbon cut 
after 2025, it is a waste of resources.”

System lets you 
have the choice 

CABINET members at Thanet council have 
voted to introduce a new lettings system 
which they say could help tenants looking 
for accommodation. 

A draft agreement of the Kent Choice 
Based Lettings Partnership was recently 
passed, meaning all authorities have to 
introduce choice-based lettings by 2010. 

These are new ways to allocate homes to 
those seeking housing from the council or 
registered social landlords. Accommodation 
for key workers and shared ownership 
schemes are also covered by the scheme. 

Under the new system, all council hous¬ 
ing and housing association properties 
available will be put in a brochure and post¬ 
ed on the internet. People will then be able 
to text or phone to bid to rent a property. 
The person with the highest priority will 
win the bid. 

The brochure that follows will tell people 
how the properties have been dispensed. 

Under the plans, authorities across the 
county would form a partnership to run the 
scheme, with the possibility of a contract 
being entered into in 2008. 

Cllr Zita Wiltshire, cabinet member for 
housing, said: “This will bring many bene¬ 
fits, not least that it will give prospective 
tenants more choice and control. 

She added: “This should help to make the 
whole process more transparent and effi¬ 
cient. From the council’s perspective, it 
should also help to speed up the time taken 
to re-let our properties and improve the let¬ 
ting of any low-demand properties that we 
may have.”

into town 


War, politics and media tales... in one evening 


AN EVENING in the com¬ 
pany of Peter and Dan 
Snow should go with a 
swing when they visit Kent 
later this month. 

The father-and-son team will be 
entertaining the audience with 
numerous tales about their lives and 
work together, including the BBC 
series Battlefield Britain and 20th 
Century Battlefields. 

In the second part of the show, they 
will be taking questions from the 
audience. With such varied and 
impressive careers, both should 
make fascinating interviewees. 

Peter ‘Swingometer’ Snow was bom 
in Dublin in 1938, the son of a British 
army officer and an Irish surgeon. His 
extended family includes a number 
of interesting characters, including 
his cousin, news presenter Jon Snow, 
and his Canadian historian sister-in- 
law, Margaret MacMillan. 

He was educated in England and 
did his National Service with the 
Somerset Light Infantry from 1956- 
58. After studying for a degree in 
classics, ancient history and philoso¬ 


phy at Oxford University, Snow 
joined ITN as a scriptwriter and 
reporter. 

In 1966, he was appointed diplo¬ 
matic and defence correspondent and 
spent the next 10 years reporting 
from around the globe. 

During this time he wrote a book 
about the Palestinian airliner hijack 
crisis and a biography of King 
Hussein of Jordan. 

He presented election and live 
political coverage at ITN during the 
70s but left to join the BBC, where he 
became one of the first presenters of 
Newsnight when it started in 1980. 

For many years, viewers have 
enjoyed Peter’s excitable presenting 
style and his imaginative use of 
props and graphics to illustrate stor¬ 
ies. He will always be associated with 
the Swingometer, a device he used to 
demonstrate how election results 
were developing. 

Peter stepped down from his elec¬ 
toral duties three years ago to 
concentrate on journalism. Since 
then, he has taken part in a number 
of history, sport and current affairs 
programmes, as well as presenting 
Masterteam on BBC Radio 4.

PHILIP SEYMOUR HOFFMAN 
has a rumpled awkwardness about 
him that makes him an unlikely 
film star and that’s a significant 
part of his appeal. 

“A lot of people describe me as chubby or 
tow-headed ,” muses the theatre-trained New 
Yorker. “I’m never described in attractive 
ways. I’m waiting for somebody to say I’m at 
least cute, but nobody has.” 

That hasn’t stopped him being one of the 
most sought-after character actors in the busi¬ 
ness - particularly since his performance as 
Truman Capote in Capote, which won him a 
Best Actor Academy Award in 2006. 

In January he’s in no fewer than three films, 
with leading roles in Sydney Lumet’s Before 
The Devil Knows You’re Dead and Tamara 
Jenkins’ The Savages and a supporting turn 
(that’s attracting yet more Academy Award 
buzz) alongside Tom Hanks and Julia Roberts 
in Charlie Wilson’s War. 

A dark caper movie that’s a mix of thriller 
and Greek tragedy, Before The Devil Knows 
You’re Dead has Philip playing a desperate 
man with sexuality issues and a cash-flow 
problem who entices his gormless brother 
(Ethan Hawke) to rob a jewellery store belong¬ 
ing to their own parents. 

The Savages is another family 
comedy/drama - this time centring on two 
adult siblings who find themselves plucked 
from their self-centred lives to care for their 
estranged father sliding into dementia. 

And in Mike Nichols’ likeable twist at global 
politics, Charlie Wilson’s War, Philip plays a 
resentful CIA agent who aids a good-ol’-boy 
Texas congressman (Tom Hanks) in his clan¬ 
destine plan to arm the Mujahideen in 
Afghanistan against the Soviets in the 1980s.

In The Savages he teams up with Laura 
Linney as siblings cocooned in their own com¬ 
plicated lives who are thrown together out of 
necessity. This was another project he read 
years ago that eventually came back to him. 

“I just loved the script and I always wanted 
to do it so I was glad it came back around,” he 
says. 

The matter of ageing parents is something 
most of us have to deal with at some stage. 
Philip’s own parents divorced when he was 
nine and he and his three siblings were large¬ 
ly raised by their mother, a judge. 

“Both my parents are still alive so I haven’t 
had to deal with that,” he says about the film’s 
core dilemma of placing a deteriorating father 
in care.

with being a parent. He and his partner, cos¬ 
tume designer Mimi O’Donnell, have two 
young children. 

“My daughter’s a year old so she’s the mas¬ 
ter of her own universe really,” he says, “but 
my son comes with us to the theatre. They’re 
all going to be introduced to acting just by the 
life we’re in.” 

Acting allows the fiercely private performer 
to indulge things he doesn’t in his normal life, 
he admits. “I’m probably more open when I’m 
acting than at any other time. It allows me to 
be something that I can’t always feel comfort¬ 
able with when I’m living my own life, because 
it’s make-believe.”

Dawn Wilkie, a senior debt advisor for 
Community Legal Advice, a free and 
confidential advice service (paid by legal 
aid), answers your questions below. 


I have missed several mortgage 
repayments due to the pressure of other 
debt repayments and now I have received 
a letter threatening to evict my family. Is it 
too late to save our house? 

A: You must act quickly. If you seek 
professional advice from a specialist 
housing or debt adviser it is usually 
possible to prevent eviction. 
The consequences of not meeting 
mortgage repayments are greater than 
for other debts, such as credit cards. 
The specialist adviser may be able 
to come to an arrangement with 
your mortgage lender, and all your 
other creditors. 


When the 0% interest for credit cards 
trend took off I transferred my balance to 
a new card every 6 months. Unfortunately 
I didn't destroy my old cards and 
continued spending on them. I'm now 
being hit with huge bills that I simply 
cannot pay off. Please help. 

A: Firstly, cut up all your credit 
cards to prevent any further 
overspending. Next, sit down and 
review your income and what you 
spend to see if there are any areas you 
can cut down on. Finally, you should 
seek advice from a specialist debt 
adviser who will give you options for 
the best way forward, based on your 
own personal circumstances.

“OH, no, no, no,” says Martine 
McCutcheon, adamant in her 
answer, “I’m not engaged.”

“She’s a bit frumpy, isn’t she?” says the 
actress of Susan, who sports a quite hideous 
dress in the premiere episode. “Actually,” she 
remembers, “that proved to be quite lucky. It 
was one of the worst summers Cornwall’s ever 
seen and there were times they were going, 
We’ve got to cut, Martine’s being hit by hail¬ 
stones’. Because Susan was frumpy, I got to 
wear a big cardigan!” 

She explains: “Susan’s very repressed. She’s 
controlled by her husband and is secretly 
yearning for the gold in her life. I’ve always 
enjoyed the fact that the characters I play 
have a sense of me in them because they wear 
their hearts on their sleeves.” 

A star since making her name as Tiffany in 
EastEnders, she has trod the West End boards 


and controversially scooped a Laurence 
Olivier Award for her role as Eliza Doolittle in 
My Fair Lady. (She got great reviews, but an 
illness meant her understudy performed more 
than she did). 

She has hit the top of the charts with her 
single Perfect Moment, copped off on screen 
with Hugh Grant in blockbuster Love 
Actually, doled out criticism on Soapstar 
Superstar and comic Russell Brand just 
revealed he snogged her while they were at 
theatre school together. 

One thing she hasn’t much luck with is boys. 

Which might be why she is plunging herself 
back into work, appearing as Miss Marple’s 
sidekick last year and returning to the world 
of soaps with Echo Beach. 

The twist with the latter is that we will also 
get a chance to see ‘Martine McCutcheon’ deal¬ 
ing with the the show’s ‘producers’ (played by 
comedian Ben Miller) in Moving Wallpaper. 

A clip from later in the series shows her cry¬ 
ing her eyes out when she thinks she’s been 
fired - ironic considering the furore surround¬ 
ing her death in EastEnders which subse¬ 
quently led to her publicly criticising BBC 
honcho Mai Young in her autobiography 

Thankfully, Martine has had enough time to 
appreciate the amusement factor. 

“I said, ‘I bet she cries and says, ‘Not again!’ 
and they said, ‘No, there’s not the ‘Not again!’ 
bit but there’s an ‘Oh, no!’ I said, ‘Great, bring 
it on! That’s fabulous.’ It ended pretty badly at 
EastEnders but I’ve too much pride and too 
much dignity to let myself go like that. But it’s 
what we’d all want to do on the inside.” 

So what if there isn’t a ring on that finger?

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Voicemail Saves Lives 


Despite the possibility of a £60 fine and three 
points on their driving licence, many 
motorists in Kent are still breaking the law by 
using a hand held mobile when driving.

Between the 27th of February 2007, when 
the increased penalty of three points and a 
£60 fine was brought in, and the 30th of 
November 2007, Kent Police issued 3,192 
penalty notices to motorists for using a 
hand held mobile phone while driving. 

The message from Kent Highway 
Services is that all drivers 
should switch off their 
phones before they 
start a journey. 

This eliminates any 
possibility of being 
distracted from 
concentrating on the 
road by an incoming call 
or a text message. You may 
be dying to make or take that call, but is it 
really worth dying for? Voicemail can be 
a lifesaver. 

Handsfree mobile phone kits may be legal 
to use when behind the wheel but are they 
much safer than using a hand held mobile? 

There is evidence to suggest that using a 
handsfree mobile phone kit while driving is 
as dangerous as drink driving. 

Research carried out _ 

by the Transport 
Research Laboratory 
(TRL) for Direct Line 
Insurance shows that 
when a driver uses a 
hands free mobile 
phone while driving, 
their ability to drive is 
impaired more so 
than if they were 
driving at the UK’s 
legal alcohol limit (80mg/100ml). 

The findings have led to FirstGroup, 
one of the largest transport companies, 
enforcing a ban on its 135,000 
employees from using a hands-free 
mobile phone device when driving. 


The research by 
TRL shows that, whilst 
not illegal, using a 
hands-free kit is no 
more acceptable than 
drink driving . 


Although it isn’t against the law to use a 
mobile hands free kit, motorists can still 
be prosecuted if police judge that the 
driver was not in proper control of the 
vehicle. The penalties are the same as 
using a hand held phone - £60 fine and 
three points on your licence. 

In any incident or crash, the use of any 
phone could be justification for the 
charges of careless or dangerous driving. 
The penalties on conviction for such 
offences include heavy fines, endorsement, 
disqualification and, in serious cases, 
imprisonment. Courts are taking a serious 
view in such cases. 

Mobile phones are often sold with 
in-car kits to enable hands-free use. 

This creates a false impression that this 
is somehow safer and therefore more 
acceptable. The research by TRL shows 
that, whilst not illegal, using a hands¬ 
free kit is no more acceptable than 
drink driving. 

Talking on a mobile phone is different to 
having a conversation with a passenger. 

A passenger is aware of the drivers 

surroundings and will 
soon stop the 
conversation when the 
driver needs to negotiate 
a potential hazard such 
as a busy junction. This 
isn’t the case with 
someone on the other 
end of the phone as they 
are not present in the 
vehicle. They could 
continue talking and 
therefore prove a distraction to a driver at a 
crucial moment. 

Using a mobile phone can double the time 
it takes a driver to react to a situation. One 
brief moment checking a mobile while 
driving could be the difference between

CHRISTMAS is, without question, 
one of the finest times of the year. 
On that we are all agreed. But 
spending it in Disneyland Paris? 
I’m not sure it gets any better. 

If I’m honest, I never thought my dad would 
bother. Bound to be too expensive and how 
would all my presents be in the right place for 
Christmas morning? 

But, to my surprise (and my big sister’s), 
that’s where I ended up. 

My parents told us we were popping across 
the Channel on Christmas Eve to visit a 
French market. 

I didn’t suspect a thing. There I was leading 
Manchester United to another glorious league 
success on my PSP console, when it dawned on 
me we had left Calais two hours ago and were 
in Paris. 

Having left home at 8am, by 5pm French 
time we were actually strolling into the 
Disneyland Park having booked into our hotel, 
pausing briefly only for me to pick myself off 
the floor after being told we were going to be 
here for three long, action-packed days. So 
long PSP. 

I’ve been here before but this was different. 
Over the festive period the place was open 
until 10pm. That’s a possible 14 hours every 
day in the park. Cool. 

For me, Pirates of the Caribbean is one of the 
best rides. I made the height restriction for

Space Mountain rollercoaster this time which 
was, er, good. One go was enough for me. 

It was packed though. My top tip for winter 
visits to the park is simple; wrap up warm and 
use the Fast Pass system for the big rides. I’ll 
repeat that: Use the Fast Pass system. You get 
a ticket at the ride and it tells you when you 
can come back, normally within an hour or so 
and you get to jump the queue. 

The good news is that by around 6pm little 
kids start to flag, so they go, leaving me the 


chance to drag my mum and dad round to 
more rides with smaller queues. Perfect. 

For Christmas dinner we booked into the 
Blue Lagoon (overlooking the first stage of the 
Pirates’ boat ride). According to my dad it’s one 
of the top Disney restaurants offering ‘Creole 
cooking’, whatever that means, and great fish 
dishes. 

We had ostrich on Christmas Day, now that 
was good. 

My dad blew nearly 200 euros on that meal. 
But overall he said it was pretty reasonable to 
eat out at the many fast food outlets around 
the park. He reckoned two adults and two kids 
could eat well all day for 100 euros. 

Food, however, is merely a necessity in my 
book to provide the energy to get on those 
rides. We spent one of the days at the neigh¬ 
bouring Disney Studios. It’s a completely sep¬ 
arate park, arguably a little more grown up, 
with some excellent shows. They all have a 
film theme and some great rides, including the 
terrifying, Hollywood Tower Hotel. In a nut¬ 
shell you just fall a long, long way. My sister 
went on three times. For me once was enough. 

The new Nemo rollercoaster, is popular but 
we had to give it a miss - the waiting time of 
90 minutes was just a little too much and 
there’s no Fast Pass. Curses. But that was just 
one blip on an otherwise fantastic trip. 

For Christmas, Disneyland was brilliant. It’s 
an easy drive by motorway (196 miles from 
Calais since you ask) and there are some spec¬ 
tacular deals for families over the next couple 
of months. 

Needless to say, I have already started nag¬ 
ging to go again. And you should too.

Millions move to 
our part of Britain 

TWO and a half million people have 
moved to the South East from other 
parts of the UK in the last 12 years. 

Research from Halifax has shown this 
area was one of the most popular regions 
for people to move to from 1996-2006. 

Halifax chief economist Martin Ellis 
said: “The South East and South West 
have been the most popular destinations 
for people to move to from elsewhere in 
the UK over the past decade.” 

However, Halifax also found that this 
area had the second highest number of 
people leaving to live in another part of 
the country 

Overall, the research showed the 
South East experienced a net gain from 
internal migration of384,000 people, the 
second highest of the 12 UK regions. 

Data was sourced from 2007 popula¬ 
tion trends, local authorities, the Halifax 
House Price Index and the nine 
Government office regions of England. 


LOW-CARBON homes are the way 
forward in property as developers 
and consumers embrace the role 
they have to play in climate 
change, according to a regenera¬ 
tion expert. 

David Edwards, regional director for the 
southern region of national regeneration 
agency English Partnerships, spoke out about 
what he sees as a vital step in moving to an 
eco-friendly strategy for new homes. 

He said: “It has been very encouraging to see 
the response from developers and house¬ 
builders in devising ways that households can 
reduce their carbon footprint. 

“The Carbon Challenge seeks to speed up 
the house-building industry’s response to cli¬ 
mate change and has generated much interest 
from developers, who are keen to be involved. 

“English Partnerships has no shortage of

developers and public sector partners who 
want to work with us to provide this sort of 
housing. 

“Equally, there is enthusiasm and strong 
demand for such homes from consumers who 
want environmentally efficient, comfortable 
and affordable homes.” 

In line with the Government’s directive that 
by 2016 all new homes will be built to zero-car¬ 
bon requirements, English Partnerships is 
taking the lead in developing the methods to 
help make this possible. 

These homes feature the highest levels of 
insulation, air tightness, heat recovery sys¬ 
tems, whole-house ventilation and low-energy 
lighting. 

With more than 30 per cent of these homes 
being allocated to affordable and first-home 
buyers, the scheme will introduce a new gen¬ 


eration of home-owners to environmentally 
responsible living. 

The level of environmental criteria required 
for new homes will be steadily increased by 
English Partnerships on its sites over the com¬ 
ing years towards Code Level 6, or zero-carbon 
by 2013 - three years ahead of the 
Government’s mandate. 

In addition, Mr Edwards spoke of low and 
zero-carbon housing being an important ele¬ 
ment in developing sustainable communities 
and attracting environmentally aware house 
buyers. 

He said such communities would thrive 
where there was a balanced mix of affordable 
homes, a range of social and employment 
infrastructure opportunities, integrated trans¬ 
port and design opportunities, and quality 
neighbourhood management. 

He said: ‘Working with the house-building 
industry we want to make zero-carbon hous¬ 
ing the standard well ahead of 2016.”

There is a lot of the Ceed about the roomy 
interior - no bad thing as the Kia impressed 
market watchers and scared rival European 
manufacturers on arrival. 

Predictably, it also feels much like the Ceed 
on road; a decent all-rounder in which respon¬ 
sive handling is balanced by ride quality and 
comfort.

Fund analysts look to 
Russia to make money 

EMERGING capital markets such as 
Russia are likely to be among top per¬ 
formers in 2008, according to online fund 
analyst Moneyspider.com, and it says 
corporate bonds will make a comeback 
as shares in other sectors falter. 

But it is Russia, with its cheaper 
stocks, more open market and emphasis 
on commodity stocks that may well 
reward Isa investors this year, predicts 
Money spider, corn’s Tony Aheame. 

‘We anticipate more of the smarter Isa 
money will be winging its way into funds 
like Neptune Russia and Greater 
Russia, but it should be remembered 
that these are higher-risk funds and not 
for everyone.” 


JANUARY 31 - the day Guy 
Fawkes was executed for his part 
in the Gunpowder Plot, and the 
day the first VD clinic opened at 
London Lock Hospital. It’s also the 
day - this year - when taxpayers 
on self-assessment must return 
their tax return... or get clobbered. 

Has your self-assessment form buried itself 
under a pile of papers on your desk for many 
months now? Well, get cracking or face some 
tough financial penalties over and above what 
you owe in tax. 

This all relates to the 2006/07 tax return, 
which you would have received from HM 
Revenue & Customs before October 31. 

It must be with the tax people by midnight, 
Thursday, January 31, if you are doing it 
online, or in the first post next day (but anyone 
who leaves posting it so near the deadline is 
really taking a chance). 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


If your tax return is not with the tax people 
on Friday, February 1, you get hammered with 
a straight £100 penalty. 

Also, you will attract annual interest of 7.5 
per cent, accruing on a daily basis, on the 
amount you work out you owe. 

If, by some chance, you still haven’t paid 
your tax by Thursday, February 28, you’ll get a 
straight five per cent surcharge on what you 
owe, on top of everything else. 

By the way, those paying on what is called 
“payments by account” will need to pay half by 
Thursday, January 31, and half by Thursday, 
July 31. 

But if you’re still dithering over self- 
assessment, here are a few tips from the tax 
people to escape the horrors. 

• Get organised. Before you get started, 
gather together all your statements, invoices, 
receipts, records of expenses and other paper¬ 
work for the tax year. 


• File online. If you file online, your tax cal¬ 
culations are done automatically, so you will 
find out straightaway how much you owe or, 
even better, if you are owed a refund. 

• Check your figures. It might sound obvi¬ 
ous, but double-check your figures before 
including them on your return. This will save 
you having to make any amendments once 
you’ve submitted your return. 

• Don’t recycle the paper just yet. All records 
of information used to complete tax returns 
must be kept for 22 months after the end of 
the tax year. For those carrying on a business, 
or who have an income from letting out prop¬ 
erty, this increases to five years, 10 months. 

• Try not to leave it to the last minute. 

• Don’t be afraid to ask for help and don’t 
panic. If you get stuck, make yourself a cup of 
coffee, sit down and visit www.hmrc.gov.uk, or 
simply phone the self-assessment helpline on 
0845 900 0444 if you can’t find the answer to 
your question. It’s open from 8am to 8pm 
seven days a week and calls are charged at 
local rates.
